The approval of the Secretary, Forward Markets Commission, 
under sub-section (1) of Section II of the Forward Contracts (Regu- 
lation) Act, 1952 (74 of ,1952) read with the Government of India 
^Ministry of Commerce and Industry) Notification S.O. 1162 dated 
the 4th May 1960 has been obtained to the following amendments 
made to the Bye-laws of the Madhya Predesh Commercial Exchange 
Ltd., Akola, the same having been previously plated on the Notice 
Board of the Exchange pursuant to Section 11 of the said Act and 
Rule 11 of die Forward Contracts (Regulation) Rules, 1954. 

" After Bye law 28, iitsert the following Bye-law as Byc-law 28 A, 
namely : — 

"28A, (I) No member shall enter into a hedge contract on his own 
account with any person other than a member of the Association 
except in the following manner: — 

(a) The member shall first intimate his intention to appropriate 
the order of such non-member to the Olficial of the ring 
designated for the purpose* 

(b) After the Officer of the ring has been so intimated the order 
shall be offered in the ring by an open outcry. 

<c) Such offer shall be made 

(i) In case it is a selling order, at a rate which is higher than 
the ruling rate by the minimum permissible change in 
price quotation; 

and 

(li) In case it is a buying order, at a rate which Js lower than 
the ruling rate by the minimum permissible change in 
price quotation. 

<d) If the offer made as abo\e is not accepted in the ring, the 
member may appropriate such order to himself at the ruling 
market rate ana thereupon he shall forthwith report the 
same to the official of the ring who shall record the name of 
the member, the date, the time, price, number of units and 
the delivery month in respect of each such transaction. 

.(e) The Official of the ring shall also ensure that the procedure 
laid down In clauses (a) to (d) above is duly observed by 
every member and shall report to the President the names 
of members who did not comply with the procedure, 

(£) Any forward contract- in the commodities for which the 
Association is recognized entered into otherwise than in ac- 
cordance with the provisions contained in clauses (a), (b), (c) 
and (d) above, shall be void under fhe provisions of 
Section 15(2) of the Forward Contracts (Regulation) Act, 
1952.” 

After Bye-law 28 A as inserted above, insert the following Bye-law 
as Bye-law 28B, namely: — 

"28B, (I) No hedge contract shall be entered into between a 
member and a member except in the trading ring specified by the 
Board of Directors, 

(II) Any contract entered into, made or to be performed otherwise 
than in accordance with the provisions in clause (I) above shall be 
void under the provisions of Section 15(2) of the Forward Contracts 
^Regulation) Act, 1952."

In Bye-law 268, in clause (a) after sub-clause (f) the 
following sub-clause shall be added, namely:— 

“(g) Upto Tilak Nagar (inclusive) on Nazafgiarh Road”* 

in. In bye-law 268, at the end of clause (a), the 
following proviso shall be added namely: — 

“Provided that in the case of delivery at Narela and 
Shahdra, the seller shall pay to the buyer hand- 
ling charges at the rate of 15nP, per 40 kg.” 

IV. In line 4 of Bye-law 270, after the words “hedge con- 
tract” and before the words “prevailing in Delhi”, the fol- 
lowing words shall be inserted, namely: — 

“Placed in new gunny bags”. 

V. After Bye-law 272, the following new Bye-law shall 
be added as Bye-law 272A, namely: — 

“272A. For the purpose of mustardseed oilcake hedge 
contract April 1963 delivery the provisions of 
Bye-laws 261, (a), 268(a) and 270 as they stood im- 
mediately before 3rd May, 1963, shall be applicable 
and for the purpose of mustardseed oilcake hedge 
contracts for July 1963 delivery and subsequent 
deliveries, the provisions of the said Bye-laws as 
amended on the aforesaid date shall be appli- 
cable”. 

In pursuance of proviso to sub-section 4, of Section 11 of 
the said Act, the approval of the Secretary Forward Mar- 
kets Commission has been obtained for dispensing with 
the condition of previous publication of the above amend- 
ments in the interest of the trade*

“226(a) The Board shall, every year as soon a$ it Is con- 
stituted appoint a Vigilance Committee of not 
more than 3 persons from among the Directors 
and/or members. 

(b) The Forward Markets Commission shall, however, 
have power to appoint, at any time or from time 
to time, not more than two persons, to be members 
of the said Vigilance Committee in addition to the 
members appointed under clause (a). 

The Vigilance committee shall have power to in- 
vestigate into and report on the violations of any 
provisions of the Bye-laws or of rules, regulations, 
orders or instructions issued there-under, or under 
the Forward Contracts (Regulation) Act, 1962 or 
on »uch other matters of a like nature as may be 
entrusted to it by the Board of such violations. The 
committee shall, at least once in every three 
months or oftener if necessary, send a report to 
the Board about the work done by it.”
